The river was well frozen over this 
morn intr. 
and persons 
could cross 
without trouble. 
The first to cross 
went over yesterday afternoon, but 
be way was considered dangerous 
until the ice became as solid as the 
earth. The intense cold last night 
performed the operation, and made a 
bridge that will last until after a 
thaw has been at work for several 
days. 
Some apprehension Is felt re­ 
garding the Ice, the danger being 
that great 
damage will 
be 
done 
when the ice goes out. 
The rivers 
alsive Pittsburg are frozen for many 
miles, and tile Ohio Is deserted by 
boats from Its mouth to the source. It 
is the tirst time in many years that 
navigation is suspended the entire 
length of the stream, and that boats 
were tied up everywhere unable to 
move. 
It is not expected that the 
water will be high when the thaw 
does cotan, but the cold is making the 
ice so heavy that when it breaks the 
cakes w ill be of sufficient thickness to 
sweep away the strongest 
tow or 
smash 
the sides of the 
stoutest 
steamer. The continued cold weather 
can not hut result to one of the 
longed 
blockades known in many 
years, and as there is but little prom­ 
ise of a warm wave for a week, at the 
easiest calculation, the rlvermen have 
just cause to feel alarmed. 
There 
were many amusing Incidents about 
the river front yesterday afternoon, 
but the temperature had dropped so 
low this morning that skaters re­ 
mained at home, and the public kept 
away from exposed positions. 
The mercury was playing horse with 
Itself again last night, and some ther­ 
mometers registered away down. 
At 
6 o’clock it wa- two degrees below the 
nothing mark, and four hours later 
two more was added to the reading. 
It grew somewhat warmer this morn­ 
ing, thermometers in exposed 
posi­ 
tions showing the mercury at zero,but 
it was only for a short time aud then 
it began to get colder. 
The sharp 
wind added to the discomfort,and hut 
little business was done in tile city. 
Motormen on the street railway suf­ 
fered severely last night and today 
The* 
canvass 
covers 
amount 
to 
almost nothing as a protection, and 
the wind blowing in at the sides 
caused many a poor fellow to know 
that the most bitter day of the year 
was upon him. 
One motorman 
wa* 
seen facing the gale w ith a portion of 
the glass in front of the vestibule 
broken out. 
The Johnson company 
should he compelled to observe the 
law. 
It was stated this morning that the 
captain of the Charley Hook, laid up 
near Hie glass works, would make an 
effort to plow a channel through tile 
ice to the island, where its fleet of 
barges are at present moored. 
The

its fleet at the earliest possible mo­ 
ment. 
To a late hour this afternoon 
no attempt had been made to force a 
passage through the ice. 
The chan­ 
nel is open below town almost to 
Wellsville, and at the island there is 
an open space. 
These will not last 
long, however, lf the weather contin­ 
ues In its present condition.
